A MISSING PASTOR. 


A. Chicago Preacher Whose Two 


Weeks' Absence Is Crc'ating 


Unfavorable Comment. 


Many Theories, None of them Compliment- 


ary to the Absentee, Advanced— 


A Probable Defalcation. 


Mis Friends Claim That He Will Return 


Soon and Explain His Strange 


Conduct. 


CHICAGO, ILL , July 28 —Two weeks 


ago last night the Rev. Adolphus Snigim- 
skl, pastor of the St. Adalbert's Church, 
corner Seventeenth nnd Paulina streets, 
suddenly disappeared. Ilo occupied his 
pulpit as usual that day, but about nine 
o'clock took his satchel and started for 
the nearest street car lino. Since that 
time no tidings of the absent pastor have 
been received. No announcement, either 
public or private, was made of 
his 


Intended 
departure, 
except 
that 


he said his health was falling and ho In- 
tended to take a month's vacation. His 
strange action has led to many rumors 
concerning his polng, all pointing towarc 
a misappropriation of private and church 
funds. Tho Itev. Mr. Snlgunskl was tho 
Secretary and Treasurer of the church 
society and had possession of all Ha 
books and papers. 
Ills congregation 


numbered over 3,000 members, and he 
collected all the pew rents and paid 
all bills. He has been the pastor of the 
church for nearly six years, and its year- 
ly income was only known to himself. 
Ills friends, who claim to have examined 
tho books and papers now ia tho posses 
slon of Archbishop Fehan, say thatevery 
thing Is straight, and that they found 
something over §270 in his safe. They 
explain his conduct with the presumption 
that the Archbishop ordered him to some 
other locality, on a secret mission. 
Others think that there Is probably a de- 
falcation, but the pastor's control of the 
church finances renders the -ascertaining 
of tho fact and tho amount a matter 01 
investigation. Still others say positively 
that ho had $1,000 belonging to his Hock 
which had been desposlted with him for 
safe-keeping, and that he has approprl 
prlatod 538,000 of the church "fuuds U 
his own use. His friends claim that 
ho will return In a couple of months 
and explain the cause of his absence.

most gigantic land frauds In Dakota has 
just boon made public by the arrest of 
Captain J. 13. Weeks In this city Satur- 
day. 
The case was worked by T. M 


James, Special Agent of the Interior 
Department. A year since, It li> alleged 
Weeks arranged with L. T. Curamlngs 
of Chicago, to procure for him soldiers, 
declaratory statements to cover 100 acres, 
and paying sixteen dollars for each 
declaratory statement. Both men were 
old soldiers, members of tho Grand Army 
ol tlio Republic, and of considerable Inllu 
encc In tho order. It is said Cutnmlngs 
told Chicago pcoplo hn was engaged li 
getting possession of largo tracts o 
Dakota lauds. 
If soldiers would give 


him their declaratory statements am 
sign rciinqulshment In blank he would 
attend to tho lllllngs, and In elx months 
they would got from 9200 to 8100 for 
each tract entered. 


At the end of six months tho soldiers 


benan writing tho United States Land 
Olllco inquiring about their lllllngs. The 
Inquiries were BO frequent that tho mat- 
ter was thought worthy of Investigation 
Cumminga said Weeks had the papers; he 
was au attorney at Huron, ond all was 
right. Tho matter was referred by the 
olllcers of tho land ofllccs here to epecla 
ascnt James. 
It was found that as 


Weeks secured customers for these 
lands be Oiled out tho rellnquishmentp 
acting as attorney for the soldier and ac 
compauylng each filling with his own af- 
fidavit to tho effect that he had no per 
bonal interest In the transfer of tho land. 


Because of these facts and tho alll 


davits, Asslstaut District Attorney Mur 
phy swore out a warrant, and Wuoks 
was arrested and taken before Unltei 
States Commissioner Taylor In this c , 
last Saturday evening, who held Weok> 
In bonds of $2,000 to appear for trial on 
Tuesday. 


Weeks has operated qulto extensively 


having acted as attorney and Hied two 
declarations In tho name of Herman Tal- 
lant, one at the Mitchell olllce In Jauu 
ary last, and the other at tho Huron of- 
fice last August, and did tho same for 
Patrick KlDgsley. The Land Olllco rec 
ord Is being searched to learn the mag- 
nitude of the swindle, which so far prom 
ises to be the greatest known In tho Ter- 
ritory. This receipt Is in tho hands o:
